COAL ROADS READY 
POR 1906 STRIKE 


Denies Anthracite Miners 
Will Go Out Next Year, 
When Present Agree-_ 
ment Expires. 


Operator Says John Mitchell Is 
‘Weaker than in 1902 and 
Demands of Union 
ae Will Be Refused. 


Philadelphia. Pa., 28.—[ Special. }—In 
spite of President George F. Baer’s emphat- 
ie statement that there will be no strike in 
April, 1906, when the present agreement 
between the anthracite opérators and the 
united mineworkers, under decision of the 


action of the Reading and other coal carry- 
ing roads in Pennsylvania during the last 
few months, indicates the opposite. 

Since vague rumblings of discontent on 
the part of the anthracite miners have been 
heard the Reading and Pennsylvania, es- 
pecially the former, have been laying up 
unusual quantities of coal. 
that an official, high in the Reading Coal and 
Iron company, recently declared that by 
next April the company would have on hand 
a supply of anthracite sufficient for one 
year. Should President Mitchell remain firm 


miners’ ultimatum to Baer at the conclusion 
of the agreement now in force a strike surely 
will follow. 


Will Refuse Mitchell’s Demands. 
Should Baer and the operators agree -to 


again will be the scene of a monster strike. 
Since the last strike, however, conditions 
have changed considerably, and, for a varie- 


selves face to face with a greater uphill fight. 
Storing up of coal by operators shows they 
will be more prepared for the crisis in 1906 
than they were in 1902, and the miners’ 
chances of producing a fuel famive will be 
diminished accordingly. 

» The miners offset this, however, by declar- 
ing that, as the soft coal agreements, where 
such have been made, will expire simultane- 
ously with the Hfe of the anthracite strike 
commission's. decision, the united mine- 
workers, which have jurisdiction in both hard 
and soft coal fields, will inaugurate a uni- 
versal strike. 


Coal Reservé Last. 

The miners point out that the operators’ 
reserve cannot last indefinitely and should 
they be able to maintain their ranks un- 
-brokenly, there would come ‘a paralyzation 


cure fuel when the operators’ supplies are 
exhausted. The union believes that the soft 
coal operators would bring pressure to bear 
upon the hard coal operators for their own 
protection, In order that own 
might reopen. 

Nonunion men, knowing whist it means 
to be a “‘scab’’ in such times, when ven- 
geance for their independence probably 
would be visited on their wives and children, 
go on strike with the union. The operators 
say public sympathy will not support an- 
other anthracite strike on the issues pre- 
sented, 


Miners’ Lot Better than Ordinary. 

‘The report of Commissioner O'Neill will be 
produced to show that since the anthracite 
strike commission’s sliding scale went into 
effect the miners have, from time to time, 
received advances, and that, generally speak- 
ing, their condition is as good, if not better, 
than that of the average workingman. The 
operators declare that past experience has 
shown that organized workingmen generally 
jack solidarity when it comes to a prolongea 
conflict. But even should the soft and hard 
coal miners stand together, they declare 
that the promised paralyzation of industry 
by the lack of fuel is impossible. 

Another, and in many respecte by far the 
most important feature, is the question of 
just how far a general labor movement would 
support them by a sympathetic strike, Mitch- 
ell, by obtaining from the American Fed- 
eration of Labor decisions in favor of the 
united mineworkers, that are asserted ty 


and powerful uniors. 


The united mineworkers is the most pow- 
erful organization in the American labor 
feaeration, in point of members, which means 
it pays the biggest per capita tax: Gompers 
and the rest of the executive council, of 
which Mitchell, of course is a member, do 
not want to antagonize a union that pays su 
much in dues. Besides, any candidate that 
receives the support of the /mineworkers ls 
sure of election. 

Therefore, any demand made by Mitchell 
is granted. One case that has caused great 
bitterness, is given. Formerly an engineer 
or fireman working around a colliery, if he 
desired to be a union man, could joi> the en- 
gineers’ or firemens’ union. 

A few years ago Mitchell demanded that 
every person working around a colliery, in 
any capacity whatever, must join the m, -ne- 
workers’ union and drop his membership in 
the other organizations. 


Mitchell Wins His Point. 

After much discussion the federation de- 
cided in favor of the Mitchell request. When, 
however, the United Brewery Workers made 
the same request regarding the engineers 
and firemen working around breweries the 
federation summarily denied it. 

In 1902 Mitchell was one of the most popu- 
lar men in the federation, but today helis en-

The finding of two checks on a California 
bank, which were proved worthiess, and 
which were disavowed by the banks on which 
they were drawn has led to the belief that 
the couple is fleeing from justice and for 
this reason deserted their children.

Not Known to California Bank. 

Bakersfield, Cal., Aug. 28.—Inquiry at the 
Kern Valley bank and the office of the Cali- 
fornia Consolidated Oil Fields company dis- 
Closes the fact that no such person as John 
W. Rodgers is known at elther place, and 
that no checks were ever issued in his favor 
by the latter company. The Kern Valley 
bank today received a telegram from the 
Consolidated National bank of New York 
which shows that Rodgers had made an at- 
tempt to cash a check purporting to have 
been issued by the oil eompany, and certi- 
fied by the bank. 

A reply was wired to the New York bank 
that no check had been issued or certified. 

A notable feature of the checks left behind 
is that they are signed by “ R. H. McDon- 
ald,” while the cashier of the Kern Valiey 
bank signs his name ‘‘ Ronald McDonald” 
and has no middie initial. —

roadways. On one he claimed $1,800 in

Scores of suburban- 
ites missed trains while they lingered about 
the docks and aided in the search. 

Death Witnessed by Scores. 

Descriptions of the woman, given by the 

scores of witnesses who saw her walk from 
the bridge, differ materially, but the police 
believe she was about 40 years old and of 
matronly figure and aspect. 

Sanborn and Martin Kelly stood near 
the woman, who had hurried to reach the 
north end ef the bridge. The shouts and 
waving handkerchiefs of the Hastland pas- 
sengers were answered in kind by the woman 
and others on the bridge. 

As the bridge was swinging into place the 
pedestrians moved towards the north end, 
the woman in adwance. Whether deceived 
by the @im and uncertain Nghts about the 
bridge or in a deliberate ettempt at suicide, 
the woman walked from the structure as i: 
was almost twenty feet from the approach. 


Futile Efforts to Save.

For the majority of the committee Ald, 
Foreman raised the legal point that it is 
beyond the power of the city to make such 4 
contract with a private company as the 
mayor proposed in his “ contract plan.” This 
wae combated by the mayor, who said the 
city could put practically any terms into any 
ordinance it might grant. This wasreferred 
to the law department for an opinion.

 ** It will be dohe by contract between the 
city and the company,” replied the mayor, 
‘* The ordinance will provide th:at this be done 
and it will name the directors who are to have 
charge of the road, so that the council can 
make sure they are men who can be trusted.” 


Capital Stock to Be Nominal. 

“ Will you comply with the statute provid- 
ing that 50 per cent of the capital stock of 
a company shall be paid up?” inquired Ald. 
Foreman. 

‘‘I presume the capital stock will be nom- 
inal, say $100,000,"’ replied the mayor. “ The 
money to build the road will be raised by the 
sale of bonds.”’ 

“ But in case the managers of the road run 
it so there ts no profit with which to pay the 
interest on the bonds or provide a sinking 
fund, and there is a foreclosure, or it hap- 
pens that the stock gets into other handsand 
the stockholders elect a different set of 
directors, I presume whatever franchise 
rights we give this company will go to the 
new owners?’ remarked the alderman, 

“They probably would in case of a fore- 
| closure, but there is no possibility of a fore- 
closure,” argued the mayor. “As to the 
stock becoming alienated, that would be im- 
possible, as the plan is to deposit it witha 
trust company and only issue certificates of 
deposit against it. The plan proposes that 
the directors shall elect their own succes- 
sors.”" 

“It is difficult to persuade me,” retorted 
Ala Foreman, “that an ordinance of the 
city of Chicago can change the method of 


by the Illinois incorporation law or that 
you can issue certificates of stock which do 
not carry with them the ownership of the 
property. I believe the city has no legal 
right to enter into the kind of contract you 
propose. There is certainly no authority for 
it in the Mueller law.” 


_ Legal Advice to Be Sought, 

So it went on between the alderman and 
the mayor until on motion of Ald. Raymer 
the law department was asked for an opinion 
on these ponts. As the mayor put it, “ the 
department, as well as Maj. Tolman, will 
pass on the question.” The former corpora- 
tion counsel looked queerly when this dis- 
tinction was drawn, and the mayor added: 
“If Mr. Darrow and Maj. Tolman disagrees 
. they can furnish separate opinions.” 

The first question asked of Mr. Dupont 
was how he reached his estimates of a gross 
income of $12,000,000 for the 264 miles of 
roads which the mayor wishes to install.

About midnight of Sunday, during the

The account of the escape of the two men 
out of all the ship’s crew was remarkable. 
One of these men was at the wheel at the time 
the order was given, the other was upon 
watch. As soon as the ship began to careen 
these two men rushed for one of the small 
boats, wilich they jumped into as the vessel 
began to go down. With their knives they 
severed the ropes aa the water's level was 
reached, and the small boat was thrown 
far out on the waves, 


Crew Tries to Escape. 


They furthermore say that they discovered 
through the blackness and storm the figure 
of part of the awakened crew, who some of 
them managed to crowd into another of the 
ship’s boats. This was, however, caught in 
a trough of the sea, thrown violently against 
the ventilators. and then wedged fast. Their 
pitiful. cry for help could be heard as the 
ship went down in the sea which swallowed 


| her up. 


Alone through the balance of the night, 
with the storm raging and threatening each 
moment to swamp their small boat, these 
two men were gradually borne ashore toward 
Amelia island, landing just at 11 a. m. today. 
Their condition was pitiable, and it was some

No New Japanese Proposal. 

Then we reverted to the Japanese. “ You 
said yesterday that you expected a new 
Japanese proposal today...

ROOSEVELT FIRST AT BRUSSELS 


President’s Name Cheered with En- 
thusiasm by Delegates to Inter- 
parliamentary Peace Congress.

Holabird & Roche will be the supervising 
erohitects of the new county courthouse 
tuliding. As had been anticipated, the coun- 
iy commissioners yesterday awarded the 
gontract to the Chicago firm over the head of 
Barnett, Haynes & Barnett, who had taken 
frst prize in the competitive examination for 
plans. Holabird & Roche took second prize. 

Work on the final plans for the building, 
which, according to specifications, is to cost 
pot more than $3,500,000, will be started at 
once. They will be finished within six 
months, but it is expected that long before 
that excavations will have begun. The 
Bollding is to be ready in two years. 

Tweive of the commissioners voted to em- 
poy Holabird & Roche. “Commissioners 
Umbach and Garner cast their ballots for 
Barnett, Haynes & Barnett, and Commis- 
sioner De Priest expressed preference for 
ihe plans of Huehl & Schmid, which were 
pot included among the prize winners, but 
were honorably mentioned by the awarding 
eommittee. 


Deny Pressure in Contract Award. 
The charge was made yesterday that the 


/iifivence of John R. Walsh, who is largely

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PLANS TO BUILD 
‘Ts OWN SCHOOLS. 


Board of Education Will ta: 
troduce an Innovation in 
Construction Work. 


FIGURES ON BIG SAVING. 


Hopes.to Avoid the Necessity for 
“Middle Man” in Putting 


If the present plans are considered feasible 
the board of education soon will introduce 
an innovation in school. construction by 
undertaking to erect its own buildings. The 


purpose is to free the board from the grip 


of the contractors. With the board trustees 
doing their own contracting through a care- 
fully worked out system it is figured that at 
least 38 1-3 per cent of the cost of every school 
erected in the future can be saved. This 
means $500,000 or more annually. In addi- 
tion to building its own schools the board is 
considering the practicability of equipping 
them from their own wo?tkshops. In this 
way thousands of dollars more can be saved. 
The plan now is being worked out and will 
not be submitted to the school board for its 
approval. for several months. The of- 
ficials will use every effort to protect them- 
selves against the contingency of prices of 
materials being raised, and should this at- 
tempt be made to prevent the execution of 
their building plans the trustees interested 
in the undertaking declare they will put 
themselves in a position to make a charge 


of conspiracy. 
‘Does Away with the “Middle Man.” 


It is urged in favor of the plan that with 
the money saved by doing away with the 
* middie man " enough new schools could be 
built to greatly reduce the number of pupils 
to a teacher and thus increase the general 
efficiency of the system. It also is argued 
that the plan of putting a kindergarten, and 
manual training, household arts and domes- 
tic science departments in every grade school 
in the city could be carried out ina compara- 
tively short space of time. 

Although the details of the plan. pane not 


-yet been worked out, the work of retrench- 


ing already has begun. 

In its repair shops the board has begun the 
manufacture of school desks, teachers’ 
desks, blackboard frames, and other schoo! 
furniture. It is estimated by Architect 
Dwight H. Perkins that by doing this work 
from 26 to 50 per cent of the cost has been 
saved,
